EARTHQUAKE SCIENCE. 


The Internal Fires of Earth and the Crack- 


ing of the Upper Crnst. 


It has long been the popular belief 


that volcanoes •wore the cause of earth- 
quakes, and many scientists have held 
to this theory, 
bnt Professor John 


Milne, JR. R. S., who has recently been 
investigating the causes of earthquakes 
m Japan, m connection with the Uni- 
versity of Tokyo, made the statement 
in a lecture that most of these shakings, 
probably 95 par cout, vvero caiiootl by 
fracturco of tlio eat th's un&t. 


He explained that tbo earth's crnst 


was in perpetual motion, r.ud the tremor 
•was either so slight isa to be impercepti- 
ble or so gicat that it might plainly be 
felt. 
It i» not, he said, iiecsbsary to go 


to Japan or South America to study 
earthquakes, for aii earthquake in one 
part of the -world can, by proper instru- 
ments, easily be recorded in another.

Professor Milne, "arid tho crust is con- 
stantly Liejking dosvmsaid, auJ as it 
accommodates iti-eH to \si:at 13 under- 
neath, the surface oc the eaith's cin^t 
becomes puAeied up, and mountains 
aiicl hills aio foiled.

that people there do not talk about the, 
weather, as they do almost everywhere 
else in the world, but you are asked 
what you thought of the last earthquake, 
and there is much guessing and betting 
en tho earthquakes that are to come.

It is discussed with intense in- 
terest wherever two or three men are 
gathered together, and it is the lending 
editorial topic in three fourths of the 
newspapers of the United States 


The Advertiser is intensely Republican 


and it says McKmley should speak 
now, as there is nothing to gain by de 
lay, and his silence would give tbe 
Democrats more than a fighmg i 


The Philadelphia Ledger, also a Re- 


publican paper, says Major McKmley 
is jeopardizing not only his own pros- 
pects of success by his cynical and t on 
temptuous silence on the financial 
qnestion, but ho is putting in peril the 
otherwise certain victory of tho Kepub- 
lican party. 


It is conceded East and West that a 


strddling platform will not serve tbe 
purpose of the politicians this year. 
Heretofore the object of the national 
platform makers of the Republican 
and Democratic parties was to deceive 
the West by meaningless phrasea such 
as "maintaining the parity," mtercon- 
vertibihty," etc. 
This year all parties 


recognize tbe necessity of an uneqniv 
ocal declaration on the financial ques- 
tion and nothing less will satisfy tbe 
people, as all admit that the fight 
must be a square one between the ad- 
vocates of the free coinage of gold and 
wlver and the adherents of the single 
sold standard.

AN EXCELLENT IDEA. 


The time set by Mr. Reed and his 


lieutenants for Congress to adjourn, 
namely, May 18th, has expired, and 
Congress is still in session. It takes 
two to make a bargain when the ques- 
tion of adjourning the long session of 
Congress is involved. 


Both houses must agree, as the Con- 


stitution proi ides that neither house 
shall adjourn for more than three days 
without the consent of the other. The 
Senate did not agree to adjourn on 
May 18th, hence the action of the House 
is not decisive. 


It has been suggested that Congress 


remain in session until after the Na- 
tional Conventions, and embody the 
principal points of the platforms in a 
bill to be passed by the Silver men in 
the Senate and sent to the House. If 
both houses failed to agree on tbe meas- 
ure then the question would be sub- 
mitted to the people. For instance the 
Silver men are opposed to issuing bonds 
for gold when there is considerable 
over $250,000,000 available cash in the 
Treasury. The gold men, led by Sher- 
man and Frye on the Republican side, 
and Hill and Vilas on tbe Democratic 
side, favor the issuance of bonds, 
though it seems probable that the Be- 
Dublioan 
Convention will declare 


against it, notwithstanding one of the 
very first acts of the present Honsa 
was to pass a bond bill. 


Much might be gained for the cause 


of the people by Congress remaining 
in session until after the conventions, 
but as nearly all the members have 
fences to repair at home, it would be 
difficult to keep them at Washington 
unless the President should send them 
another message, such as that of last 
Christmas.

''Little Sain" Kill* a Squnw »nd Fatally 


\Voumls Another Indian. 


WADSWOBTH. Nav, May 18, 1896. 


EDITOR JOURNAL:—The usually qniet 


town of Wadaworth was rudely stirred 
up at an early honr this morning over 
the rumoi of a double murder com- 
mitted at tha Indian Reservation. Wil- 
liam Gleason and Allen See, the black- 
smith and farmer, respectively of that 
institution, arrived about 1 A. M. with 
an Indian prisoner by tho name of 
Sam Small, more familiarly known as 
"Little Sam," whom they turned over 
to Deputy U. S. Marshal Ike Lothrop. 
Both these men agree on the following 
story: 


Some time ago a squaw who lived 


with George Mercer, a Reservation In- 
dian, quarrelled with the latter and 
was in turn discarded by him, Little 
Sam then took hei into his house and 
lived with her as man 
and 
wife. 


Recently she deserted Sam and went 
back to her first lovo, Mercer, who had 
in the meantime returned. 
Yesterday 


an Indian court convened at the Beg' 
ervation for the purpose of deciding 
which of the two lovers was entitled to 
the possession of the squaw. Prob- 
ably anticipating an adverse decision, 
which was to be rendered to-day, Lit- 
tle Sam by some means possessed him- 
self of a Colt's navy revolver from the 
Indian police station and 
repaired 


about 8 o'clock in the evening to Mer- 
cer's house, where he found both his 
victims in bed together. Taking in 
the situation at a glance, he immedi- 
ately proceeded to empty the contents 
of his six shooter into the bodies of 
both Mercer and the squaw, killing the 
latter instantly and mortally wound- 
ing Mercer. 
Little Sam then fled 


under the protection of some of his 
friends. 
They (Gleason and See) then 


captured the murderer after a chase of 
three miles, and brought him by order 
of the Revervation agent to Wads- 
worth. 


Major T. J. 
Wooten, the 
In- 


dian agent, in a letter to Ike Lothrop, 
fully corroborates the story told by his 
subordinates, additionally stating that 
;he reason for sending the prisoner to 
Wadsworth was his fear of a lynching 
bee, as the excitement among the In- 
dians ran very high upon learning the 
details of the tragedy. Ho concludes 
his letter in these words: 
"It was a 


deliberate and cold-blooded murder, 
done in a fit of jealousy." 


Ike Lothrop in reply to a telegram 


sent to U. S. Marshal Humphreys at 
Carson, receiyed word to hold the 
prisoner until further orders. Mar- 
shal Humphreys is expected to arrive 
here on No. 1 passenger train. Upon 
bis arrival preparations for an inquest 
will be made. 
The Indians about 


Wadsworth participate likewise, in no 
small degree in the prevailing excite- 
ment 
The prisoner maintains a stolid 


demeanor. He will not talk. 


THE MURDERER SUICIDES 


When at 4:30 p. M. the Deputy Mar- 


shal opened the cell to serve the even- 
ng meal, he was horror stricken to find 
;he prisoner hanging at the end of a 
rope, his toes juat touching tho floor, 
quite dead. 
The body, still warm, was 


mmediately cut down. 
The Depnty Marshal had taken every 


irecaution to prevent a possible sui- 
cide. After a thoroqgh search for con- 
ealed weapons or poison, the murderer 
was left in his solitary steel cage with 
no other clothing than a shirt, pants, 
overalls and jumper. The latter he had 
orn into strips aud braided into a 
stout rope, which he fastened to the 
ron lattice work overhead. 


Coioner Peers of Reno was tele- 


jraphed for. There will now be two 
nquests in order over three good In- 
dians.
